This was the assessment to- 
day of defense missile and 
budgetary experts who for the 
last week have been reviewing 
the United - States’s ballistic 
missile program inh the light 
of the Soviet success in launch- 
ing man’s first earth satellite. 

As viewed by defense offi- 
cials, lack of technological 
knowledge, not lack of money, 
is presently the prime factor 
limiting the development of 
ballistic missiles. 

Spending more money, it is 
felt, would not necessarily ob- 
tain the technological informa- 
tion. Furthermore, any increase 
in spending for missiles de- 
velopment would run counter 
to the Administration's deter- 
mined objective to hold the de- 
fense budget to 38 billion dol- 
lars in this fiscal year. 

This assessment by defense 
officials leads to the conclu- 
sion that the Administration 
will not order any major speed- 
up in ballistic missile develop- 
ment, although it probably will 
attempt to remove what are 
regarded as minor bottlenecks 
in the test and evaluation pro- 
gram.

COASTAL AREAS OF SPAIN

VALENCIA, Spain, Oct. 15

Naturally, Jefferson couldn't 
have designed an electrical 
machine to cool his home, 
Monticello, but he did every- 
thing short of his—like air 
conditioning experts today—to 
make certain that his home | 
was oriented and constructed | 
to be as inherently cool as | ~ 
possible. | 

As everyone knows from. 
school books, Jefferson’s home, 
Monticello, m@aning “little 
mountain,” was a laboratory 
for his inventive mind. Not 
least among his creations and 
labor-saving devices were the 
steps he took to cool his home 
in summer. Besides building it 
atop of a little mountain, con- 
trary to other plantation homes 
which were usually located in 
the low-lands, he made sure 
that there were trees surround- 
ing the home and where the 
sun shone through he built 
awning type windows for pro- 
tection. He made the walls of 
his home unusually thick, with 
two layers of brick to act as 
insulation. He constructed ex- 
tra high ceilings to cool the 
35-room mansion. 

For the first time in Amer- 
ica, Jefferson built into his 
home perpendicular air shafts 
that led from the basement 
through the house to the roof, 
cooling the home with the 
cooler air in the basement.

Manhattan for Missiles 


One major question arises in connection with 
the repeated suggestion that it will require a 
Manhattan-type project, like that which pro- 
duced the atomic bomb, to achieve a successful 
missiles program, Is a prototype intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missile so near completion that at- 
tainment of the weapon would be delayed by 
conversion to a Manhattan setup? 


Such a project would research, design, de- 
velop and test until it had a successful weapon. 
Any one of several aviation and missile com- 
panies would then be able to turn the missile 
out in needed numbers. The suggestion for 
such a program has come from Congress and 
even from the Pentagon. On the face of the 
missile mess that has persisted In Washington 
for several years, there seems no alternative 
unless the Army or the Air Force is closer to 
success with a long-range missile than is now 
known. 


Senator Henry M. Jackson was not far from 
right when he asserted that what was needed 
was a guiding genius for the missiles program 
such as Adm. Hyman Rickover, who almost 
singlehandedly pushed the atomic submarine 
into being.

But such are the complexities, the rivalries 
and the vastness of the missiles program that 
no one man has been able to do much with it. 
In 1950, when the missiles program was much 
smaller, and becoming confused, K. T. Keller, 
the Chrysler executive, was appointed with full 
powers to straighten it out. Three years later 
a military commentator, Mark H. Watson of the 
Baltimore Sun, wrote: “In 1950 the program, 
scattered among Army, Navy and Air Force de- 
sires, was confused and halting. It now is fully 
co-ordinated and moving briskly.” 


Only a year later the Senate Appropriations 
Committee checked on the missiles program 
and gave Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson 
six months in which to report to it on why 
the program was so disorganized. His report 
was stamped secret and filed away. But Mr. 
Wilson began to speak of getting a sort of czar 
to run the missiles program. About that time 
Trevor Gardner, Assistant Secretary of the Air 
Force for Research and Development, resigned 
because of displeasure with the missiles pro- 
gram. Mr. Wilson then appointed Eger V. Mur- 
phree as his “missiles czar” with “whatever au- 
thority is necessary to get the job done.” Mr. 
Murphree quit in disgust last March and was 
succeeded by William H. Holaday, who to date 
has not been able to solve the problem.

Meanwhile, down at the Army’s Redstone ar- 
senal in Alabama there sits a team of German 
scientists who have produced the Jupiter, the 
most successful of the leng-range missiles thus 
far.

Working for the U.N. Emergency Force which 
was sent to Egypt after the Sinai attack was one 
of the most important services Mr, Pearson ren- 
dered to the U.N. and the world when he was 
Canada’s foreign secretary. That he has ceased 
to hold that office or even a seat in the Ottawa 
parliament, having been defeated in this year’s 
general election which turned out the Liberals, 
is beside the point. Both as Canada’s delegate 
to the U.N. and as foreign secretary in the 
Liberal government, Mr. Pearson has been an 
imaginative and energetic toiler in the inter- 
national vineyard. 

If the U.N.E.F. was a good idea for helping 
to calm the Arab-Israel dispute after war had 
broken out—as the Nobel Committee seems to be 
saying—then surely the idea ef a permanent 
peace force subject to call by the General 
Assembly would be so much better. Instead 
of getting into tense situations only after they: 
have reached the stage of military action; a 
permanent peace force could hope to be called 
in at an earlier stage and thus perhaps forestall 
actual fighting.

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‘Right-to-Work’ Keynote?

ing union security contracts by the Senator from 
Nebraska, Carl T. Curtis. ? 

Senator Curtis is a member of the McClellan 
committee investigating the Teamsters union. 
He might be expected to offer proposals for 


federal laws to prevent the abuses disclosed in’ 


that inquiry, and he did. 

For one thing, he told the State Chamber of 
Commerce meeting here, the Government ought 
to regulate union and management welfare 
funds. A committee led by Senator Paul Doug- 
las of Illinois made the same proposal some time 
ago. We agreed then and do now. 


But Senator Curtis went far afield of federal 
legislation when he recommended right-to-work 
laws. These are entirely state legislation. The 
Nebraskan noted that 18 states have such laws, 
and added that “all 48” should have them. He 
did not note that four states which had such 
laws later repealed them, nor that 10 of the 18 
states are Southern, nor that few of the 18 
could be considered industrial. 


Both at the federal level and in major indus- 


trial states, “right-to-work” has been stripped of . 


its deceitful meaning. Gov. Averell Harriman 
of New York calls right-to-work a “fraud.”’ Sec- 
retary of Labor James P. Mitchell has consist- 
ently “questioned the wisdom of the states” 
which adopt such statutes. 

A right-to-work law does not in fact protect 
anybody’s right to work. Such measures are 
not sponsored by workers. A right-to-work law 
prohibits the closed shop, union shop or other 
union security arrangements or contracts, even 
if a large majority of employes favors them. 
It weakens unions, but it also restricts collective 
bargaining, and tends to substitute individual 
bargaining instead. ; 

How are right-to-work laws pertinent in any 
way to the labor abuses disclosed by the McClel- 
lan committee? Senator Curtis did not say. It 
it difficult to see how state laws weakening 
unions generally could protect their members 
from mishandling of union funds or rigged elec- 
tions and undemocratic practices or “sweet- 
heart” contracts. These are the principal abuses 
listed by the counsel of the McClellan commit- 
tee, Robert F. Kennedy. 

The Senator from Nebraska may have pro- 
vided a keynote speech for angther right-to-work 
campaign in Missouri. But Senator Curtis did 
not give Missouri’s legislators any more reason 
to adopt such legislation than they have had in 
the past.

Hoffa Again in Court 


When the Circuit Court of Appeals declined 
to permit court interference with the Teamsters’ 
election of a new president, it did not by any 
means follow that the election lay outside the 
scope of judicial attention. 

On the contrary, the appellate judges, in void- 
ing an injunction against the election issued 
by District Judge Letts in Washington, took 
pains to add that the district court could review 
the voting afterwards to make sure that it had 
been held according to the Teamsters’ consti- 
tution. 

The way has now been opened for just such 
a review. Judge Letts, on motion of the same 
13 New York union members who had tried to 
halt the election which they claim was rigged 
in favor of James R. Hoffa, has temporarily re- 
strained Hoffa from taking office, and set a 
hearing for next week on the legitimacy of his 
election. 

It is good that the issue should be threshed 
out in court. The McClellan committee appears 
to be quite confident that Hoffa’s election was 
rigged, and the average American who has 
learned of Hoffa’s record from the committee 
hearings is no doubt quite prepared to believe 
this. But the McClellan committee has become 
more or less the prosecutor of Hoffa, with a 
vested interest in getting a conviction. It is not, 
then, the best body to decide whether the Team- 
sters convention violated its own constitution in 
the selection of the delegates who whooped 
Hoffa's election through in Miami. , 

But .certainly the question ought to be de- 
cided. There is enough doubt about the validity 
of the procedure to warrant the most conscien- 
tious review of the evidence by the courts.

Yet the Soviets hurled an earth 
satellite skyward ahead of the United 
States, and all of the excuses, the ra- 
tionalizings and the testimony as to 
confusion of projects and service rival- 
ries and industrial priorities do not 
change the fact. Even more impor- 
tant, the Soviets apparently have de- 
veloped an intercontinental ballistic 
missile aread of the United States. 


We didn’t run second best during 
the compulsions and patriotism of 
wartime. The United States mobilized 
gigantic natural science and industrial 
talent in the Manhattan Project to 
build the first atomic bomb. 


Not “Business as Usual’ 


Today there are a number of sur- 
passing challenges which Washington 
faces in the international field. They 
will cost money. They demand alert 
appreciation of the national interest. 
They require something more than 
“business as usual.” 

One is—still is—the need to build 
a successful intercontinental ballistic 
missile. And after it—unless Mr. 
Khrushchev’s new proposals result in 
some Soviet-American unders ing 
on missiles and space satellités —a 
countermissile. We have no crash 
program today. We could have, but 
we haven’t mobilized one. 

Another need is to do something 
about India’s request for special fi- 
nancial ass ce. India—bellwether 
of Asia’s free nations—sees its second 
five-year plan faltering. A unique 


opportunity confronts the United 
States. It could underwrite this plan, 
enter a close and friendly financial 
arrangement with India. This unity 
might last through many years of 
Asian development. 


A third need concerns Poland. The 
Poles, halfway to independence, asked 
the United States for goods and cred- 
its. It granted one third of their re- 
quest. Now they are coming back 
for more. Their recent history repre- 
sents that gradual evolution which is, 
with painful slowness but inevitably, 
loosening bondage in Moscow’s satel- 
lite empire. 

Other grand-size projects will come 
along. Will the United States, as a 
democracy, as the leading nation in 
the free world, respond adequately? 
What, indeed, has been missing? What 
has gone wrong so far—that the 
United States is coming in a humbled 
second in the ICBM race and the 
earth-satellite race? 


Challenge to the Budget 


Surely one requisite is strong lead- 
ership. These, if ever, are the years 
which require a strong President. He 
alone, among the divergencies of spe- 
cial interests and local pressure on 
Congress, can represent the supreme 
national interest, lead the way. 

Another obvious requisite is a more 
alert public opinion. How many 
Americans were more than vaguely 
aware of the “earth satellite” project? 
How often (the answer is never) did 
the Pentagon frankly tell the Amer- 
ican people how fast, relative to the 
U.S.S.R., the United States was mov- 
ing in building the big missiles? 

Have the newspapers, the mass 
media, done their job—or left it large- 
ly to a few columnists such as the 
py and a few lone Senators such 
as Stuart Symington? 

Then there is the overriding ques- 
tion of cost. The eee budget has 
been severely ed by the Admin- 
istration. The foreign-aid budget was 
slashed by Congress. The ceiling of 
the national debt is a forbidding bar- 
rier to heavier spending without 
heavier taxation. And Senator Harry 

ood Byrd and ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury. George M. Humphrey have 
warned of heavy spending’s impact on 
the economy—and cowed or overruled 
even the Pentagon's service chiefs. 

Yet if a national referendum were 
held on the question whether to crash- 
program the big missiles, who doubts 
that the American people would have 
voted “Yes!” even if it meant higher 
taxes? | 

Moscow says its earth satellite is 
the proud achievement of “the new 
Socialist society.” Must the democratic 
society falter and temporize when a 
great urgency, involving even self- 
survival, confronts it?

The Educational Reference Division 
of Purdue University is the group 
sponsoring the research, with major 
aims directed toward the ambitious

It is difficult to make much sense 
out of the answers given to “pollers” 
in the many pages of data reported in 
this effort. Conflicting statements are 
everywhere present. It is evident that 
the “scientists” engaged in this effort 
have endeavored to cover too wide a 
field and that . overextension has 
reaped the dubious reward of con- 
fusion. 

This general fault of many opinion 
polis has caused widespread mistrust 
of findings. This report with respect 
to the opinion of teen-agers is no ex- 
ception. 

The authors pay seant attention to 
the psychological dictum that the teen- 
ager is now and always will be (in 
American culture) subject to real con- 
flicts in roles and relationships in his 
struggles to become adult, and this 
oversight detracts from many of the 
findings.
